The Company states in its Application that it has experience operating
as a local exchange provider in several states and possesses considerable telecommunications
expertise. The Application states that BullsEye’s primary market is business customers, and they
intend to provide network bundled telecommunications services, which would include long

distance service, local exchange service, and selected custom calling features. The Company
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intends to offer service in the geographic areas currently served by Qwest Corporation. The
Application further states that the Company will mirror the basic local calling scopes of the
incumbent LECs. The Application requests waivers of any regulatory reporting requirements
that, although applicable to incumbent LECs, are not applicable to competitive providers such as
BullsEye.
